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Kirkstone Pass Inn is about 1,470 feet above the level 
of the sea and is the highest inhabited house in the Lake 
District. Travellers stop here on their way from Ambleside 
to Ullsvvater. At the inn a book is kept in which visitors 
enter their names, and one old entry runs as follows: — 

The Sunday traveller on the Kirkstone Pass 
Is bonS-fide, and may have his glass; 

So, gentle stranger, do not stop to think, 

Open your mouth, throw back your head, and drink.
